Wichita Ordinance No. 1703. 


Published April 15, 1900. 


An ordinance relating to bill posting and 
provid. ng for a license tax upon said busi- 
ness in the city of Wichita, Kan., and  .e- 
pealing paragraph 31 of Ordinance 1645. 

Le it Ordained by the Mayor and Coune'l- 
men of the Cty of Wichita: 

Section 1. That from and after the taking 
effect of this ordinance no person, persons or 
corporation shall, within the corporate lim ts 
of Wichita, pursue or carry on the bus ness 
of bill posting without first having paid a li- 
cense tax therefor for six months to the c¢ ty 
of Wichita. 

Sec. 2. Any person v'olating the provisions 
of Section 1 of this ordinance shall be fined 


upon conviction, in any sum not exceed ng 
$100. 
Sec. 3. That all ordinances in ‘confi'ct hore- 


with are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 4. This ordinance shall take effect and 
be in force from and after its publication in 
the Wichita Daily Eagle.

When Detect've Kramer 
came along he found that McBride had cov- 
ered the entire fronts of two 
stores. The big plate-glass windows and the 
decors were blazing with red.”

No man can question the sincer'ty - 
rightness of Mr. Charles K. Hager, ot +t. 
Louis. Ner can anyone deny that he ta a 
clever and well-educated gentleman, stua,- 
ous and far-seeing, thoroughly familia wth 
outcoor advertising in all its branches, and 
deeply concerned about the future advaace- 
ment and welfare of the craft. His op nions, 
therefore, are worthy of respectful attention 
He has carefully surveyed all the documents 
and infermation attainable, concerning the 
proposed combinet'on, aralgamat on. or pro- 
tective organization, and his conclusions on 
the subject are summed up in the following 
words: 

“My candid and unbiased opinion is that 
this scheme is impracticable, and even if it 
were operative in its present form, it has 
features which are dangerous and destruct-

ive. Briefly stated, it is a trust, which the 
advertisers can readily see, and the black eye 
which many of these large combinations ha.e 
lately received, as, for instance, the flour 
combine, is a fair instance of the direction 
in which it is tending. It is bound in the end 
to work incalculable harm to everyone in- 
terested, save a well-guarded few, and in- 
stead of destroying opposition, it will encour- 
age it all the more. 1 am not in spirit w.th 
these combines, nor in sympathy with their 
principles, and most of them, aside from 
the Carnegie and sugar interests, are pretty 
shaky affairs at that. A comb .nat ‘on without 
unlimited capital behind it can not stand on 
its legs very long.” 

In this connection, the opinion of the editor 
of “The Bill Poster,’ of London, England, 
is also very interesting. We give it as it ap- 
peais in the current number of the publ.ca- 
tion, as follows: 

“We have received information that our 
friends in Amer.ca are endeavoring to float 
what we may term a combine of business in 
forty of the pr.ncipal towns in America, 
which is intended to be known as ‘The Bili 
Posters and Advertisers’ Piotective Compa- 
ny.’ Something similar to this, our mem- 
bers will recollect, was suggested some two 
years ago by certain members of our asso- 
c.ation, but it was found to be unworkable 
in its then form. Whether our American 
friends will be more successful in their ef- 
forts remains to be seen. We notice that the 
proposed capital of the new concern is $100,- 
000, which, in comparison with some schemes 
that have been endeavored to be floated in 
recent years, is a very modest sum indeed. 
It is within our knowledge that for years past 


a combination such as this has been the 
dresm of many of our membcrs, but, un 
fortunately, up to the present, no tang ble 


scheme has been formulated, and the matter 
on each oceas'on has simply been allowed to 
drop. We, therefore, shall await with inter- 
es tthe result of the efforts of our American 
cousins.”" 

Bill posters will find much mceat for thoucht 
in these statements and arguments. which 
they will do well to ponder seriously before 
throw'ne@ ary of their hard-earned money 
into such a scheme. 


Billboard Arguments.

As soon as he finds 
out that the tyro entertains any doubts on 
that secre he passes him up. Right here ts 
where the advertising papers come in. They 
take vp the werk that the solic ter can not 
find time to do. They patiently teach and 
preach month in and month out unt! their 
pupils are safely schooled in all the rudi- 
ments of the art. 

If you can not use posters, then try dis- 
tributing, or unite the two. 

Wise men change their minds; focls never 
@o. Are you one cf those people who heave 
always cons'dered post rs uncommendable? 

You can net go wrong on posters. 

Keep pested yorrself and you heip to keep 
the public posted. 

A beard in town is werth two in the bush. 

Advertise in the papers and some people 
see your ad. Put it on the bill beards and 
everybedy sees it. They see it because thry 


can not help it. It confronts them ten, 
twenty, thirty times a day. In every quar-

1] could do better do it." Then I ‘‘warmed” 
up and told him what I thought cf h.m. 

I wish to say right here, of all my exveri- 
ence with bill posters, this is the second 
time such a thing took place. The first tne 
was in Milwaukee. I worked the town for 
two days and did not sell one sheet of paver. 
1 found the mercbants much behind in their 
education on the bill board me‘hods, owirg 
to the fact of the unbusinesslike doings of the 
bill posters. 

I have since found out that my experience 
with this man (a Mr. West) is the same that 
almost everyone else has who has the mis- 
fortune to deal with him. 

The bill posters in towns of 106 miles rad ‘us 
who deal with him tell me strange things 
about this firm. ‘“‘Dried-Up'’ West has money 
invested in the plant; and he wants to sell 
out, and, as he can't, he gets ‘‘nutty’’ at 
times and goes to pieces, 


My advice to this man is: “He, knowing 
he is not a gentleman, should endeavor to 
inake people believe he is one.

The Billposters and Stock 
Posters. 


A great many bill posters could build up 
quite a business for themselves if they went 
after it in the rght way. In the large cente s 
of populaton the bill posters are always 
pushing for business, and really get a great 
deal of display work from having regular 
contracts with large advertisers. But a bl 
poster in a town of from 3.000 to 25,000 usual- 
ly lets his boards remain idle when there is 
no patent medicine, proprietary art'cle or 
theatrical entertainment that comes hs way. 

There are so many makes of stock posters 
on the market that it is surprising bill post- 
ers, as a rule, do not handle work of this 
character. They could usually obtain the 
agency for such, and the result from us'ng 
it would be so satisfactory that the business 
would be profitable not only to the merchant 
to whom the local bill poster sold stock post- 
ers, but also to the house that manufactured 
these posters. Many men who have a flush 
season and a dull season could overcome the 
dull portion by activity in pressing the ad- 


vantage of his displays and having satnpleg 
of work or specifications showing stock post- 
ers, which could be purchased in small quan 
tities and displayed in good locations 
The man that goes after any kind of work 
should outline it pretty thoroughly to show 
the possible purchaser what he is going to 
produce for him. In this way the man is 
interested from the start. Perhaps he makes 
some suggestions, usually for the betterment 
of the service, and in that way the two work 
together. It should not be so much the aim 
of the bill poster to make money out of a 
local merchant or out of a general advertis- 
er. His aim should be to see that the man 
who uses his bill board space made money 
out of the expense of putting up these dis- 
plays. If the work is done carefully, julg 
ment used in selecting stands and display 
matter, the best results will follow. 
It is surprising how readily merchants 
would take to this sort of advertising if the 
matter had been presented to them in the 
proper manner. The newspaper that has a 
man who visits the merchants and expla ns 
to them the advantages of a special paper 
or of a special position, is the kind that al- 
ways has plenty of advertis ng matter in its 
columns. The bill poster should profit’ by 
the same sort of tactics. 
The stock designs of the lithographers 
would benefit a local business, and these can 
be purchased at such prices that the wide- 
awake business man would readily see th» 
advantage which the wide-awake bill poster 
could present to him.—Advertising World.

A Winter Circus. 


Conditions and tastes on the part of the 
public seem to demand a return to the “‘old- 
fashioned one-ring circus, that which our 
grandfathers and grandmothers described to 
their grandchildren as far more marvelous in 
their eyes than the big, glittering, mystifying 
three-ring circuses of to-day. 

The circus holds a tender spot in the hearts 
of the people, owing to the pathetic and in- 
teresting stories written of it, describing in 
a mysterious way the many and interesting 
romantic incidents that occur in the hfe of 
the circus performer. History continually re- 
peats itself in the deser:ptiion of ambitious 
youths who run away from home to join the 
cireus and become a glittering, bewildering 
monarch of the arena. There are few boys 
in this broad land of America to-day, and in 
fact, few men, who have not at some time 
in their life had an ambition to stand on the 
back of a piebald horse and execute the ap- 
parently easy movements of the artist they 
were watching while munching their peanuts, 
or else going through the air executing some 
difficult feat upon the trapeze. 

With the tremendous increase of population 
in America, circuses have grown within the 
past few years from one ring to two, three 
and four. The effect has been wonderful and 
bewildering to the people, and circuses have 
no doubt proven money-making institutions 
to the proprietors, but with all this glittering 
effect there has been a desire upon the part 
of thousands ef people to see the old-fashion- 
ed one-ring circus where the public could 
feast their eyes on the performers they knew 
and loved. The circus, being as a rule only 
an annual event in many districts, made its 
visit more enjoyable to the people. Even 
with the tremendous increase of population 
in America, circuses have kept apace witn 
the people, and to-day their name is legion, 
numbering inte the hundreds, from the smal!- 
est little forty-foot round top up to the great 
white villages, consisting of tents of all sizes 
and shapes necessary to carry the large ag- 
eregations of to-day. 

To prove the fact that the old-fashioned 
one-ring circus has remained dear in the 
hearts of the people, many of them have 
made reasonable fortunes every year in dif- 
ferent parts of America, and in many parts 
of the country they are preferred to the big 
shows. 

They furnish employment to many people, 
and give wonderful performances, many of 
them, at popular prices. 

The winter circus has been attempted many 
times in cities, with an effort to make it a 
permanent institution such as exists in a ma- 
jority of the large cities of the Old World. 

In those countries the circus is so popular 
that special buildings are erected and are 
used for no other purpose but a perpetual 
circus season. Owing to the climatic con- 
ditions of this country, successful circuses 
have always performed under canvas, but 
within the past year or two many large 
auditoriums have been erected, with an eye 
to the giving of general shows, and by small 
and inexpensive alterations dressing-rooms 
for performers and stabling rooms for the 
horses have been built. £ 

Fraternal and social orders have increased 
in proportion to the population of the cities, 
and many of them, desiring to increase their 
charity funds, endeavor to combine amuse- 
ment by so doing, and during the winter sea- 
son they usually hold one or two events for 
this purpose. Among the many attractions 
and entertainments they organize in connec- 
tion with their own local talent, the circus 
is most popular with them. 

Dr. Cc. D. 
International Exposition Company, has a 
very thorough knowledge of the circus busi- 
ness, having run away from home when a 
small boy to follow the red wagons, and 
having owned circuses of his own in South 
Africa and the Orient; and he proposes to 


send out old-fashioned one-ring circuses on’ 


a tour of many cities next winter, coverin 
a period of sixteen to twenty weeks. He wil 
lease cireuses and play them under the 
auspices of fraternal and social organiza- 
tions, for there is a demand from. these 
sources, and he has already guarantees as- 
sured him in the different cities he has book- 
ed. There is no doubt, from the present in- 
dications, that this new fad, a winter circus,

Circus Regulation. 


A regulation restricting the showing of cir- 
cuses in the District of Columbia was re 
cently passed by the Commissioners of the 
District of Columbia. It provides that no 
cireus shall hereafter be located, operated or 
conducted on any lot or open space without 
the written consent of 75 per cent of the resi- 
dents keeping house in the square on which 
it is proposed to locate the circus, and in the 
squares confronting such square.

Of all carnivals ever held in this pro- 
gressive and up-to-date city, the one of Feb- 
ruary 26 and 27 1s one that will always be 
remembered by the throngs of people that 
wituessed it. From artistic points of view it 
was more than could be desired. The entire 
town had tor weeks previous presented an 
ature which told that an event of some im- 
portance was hear at band; all business 
places, as well as residences, were decorated 
maguificently with the royal colors, ‘‘red, 
yellow and green,’ and on the evenings of 
ihe parades they were gay with electrical 
devices of all shapes and forms. 

On Monday, the 26th, was the opening of 
the festivities, when a grand bicycle parade 
was heid. being the urst in our town, it 
naturally drew targe crowds from the sur- 
rounding country as well as from neighbor- 
ing towns. All who saw it declared it to be 
a perfect success, and the Carnival Club and 
the Cycling Club received congratulations on 
every hand for the fine display. 

On Tuesday at early morning crowds began 
to gather from far and near to witness the 
day's festivities, which had been much ad- 
vertised, and for which preparations had 
been going on for nearly a year in advance. 
At about mid-day, amid the booming of the 
cannon and strains of a number of bands, 
the royal fleet, composed of steam crafts of 
every description, made its way down Bayou 
Lafourche to the landing at the head of St. 
Philip Street, where a vast number of royal 
subjects awaited the arrival of the King and 


party. The ‘Louisiana,’ the imperial yacht 
of the fleet, made the first landing. His 
Majesty, ‘‘King Sucrose,"’ and his royal 
retunue were escorted from the yacht 
to carriages awaiting them The May- 
or, City Council, the Bar, and all prome 
nent people composed the participants in 


this parade, which wended its way to the 
City Hall, where the key of the city was 
turned over to the King with an appropriate 
address made by the Mayor. 

At about 8 o'clock on the same evening 
the principal pageant of the carnival, the 
event of the festivities, made its appearance 
on the thoroughfares of our city, and on 
reaching Riviere’s establishment, on Main 
Street, the balcony of which had been ap- 
propriately decorated for the occasion, the 
first float, the one on which the King rode, 
made a stop and saluted the Queen of the 
Carnival and her maids, and turned over to 
her care the key of the city, as well as a 
beautiful bouquet of flowers.. Each float 
in turn halted, and all the participants sa- 
luted the Queen, thus enthroned. 

The order of march was as follows: First 
Cavalry of fifty mounted police; the Grand 
Marshal and his attendants; a band; the 
King’s float; then the elements, represented 
by seven floats, to-wit: Second float, Earth, 
with the different nationalities thereon; next, 
another band; third, Water, representing this 
element in the best manner conceivable, 
with mermaids, fishes and the goddess of 
the sea; fourth, Ice, picturing a scene from 
the colder regions, comprising Esquimaux 
and polar bears; fifth, Air, mostly fairies; 
sixth, Fire, depicting devils, and judged by 
many the prettiest float in the parade; sev- 
enth, the Sun, and, eighth and last, the 
Moon. 

After going over the route advertised, th> 
parade made its way to the Opera House as 
a terminus, where a number of tableaux 
were shown and where the coronation of the 
Queen took place. 

On no other occasion were so many people 
gathered on our streets; it was literally a 
“jam,"’ and the event was second to none but 
the New Orleans Carnival. Every one inter- 
ested in this event can well feel proud of the 
success thus attained, and should renew 
their efforts to make the celebration even 
grander next year. Preparations are already 
begun for next year's festivities, and the 
Carnival Club is now discussing the advisa- 
bility of getting up a street fair during the 
month of September for the purpose of assist- 
ing them in raising the required fund. A 
fair is advertised for April 15, which is des- 
tined to be a success without the shadow of 
a doubt. Numerous side attractions were 
features of this year's celebration, and the 
effect that the undertaking has had on the 
town will do it all the good tnat could be 
expected.
